tivation of the word “Birmingham” 
Inty prove interesting, writes a cor. 
respondent. In an old work the 
following appears: ‘“Hutton’s etymo- 
logical knowledge was of the most 
limited nature, and a common cor- 
ruption in pronouncing the word led 
our genial old gossip astray. He tells 
| Us that the ‘original seems to. have 
been Bromwych; Brom, perhaps, from 
Broom, a shrub, for the growth of 
| which the soil is extremely — favor- 
able. Wyeh, a descent; this é@xactiy 
| cortesnonds™.with the deeclivity from 
the High street to Digbeth.’ Having 
got his Bromwych. he has to account 
for the ‘ha.’ This word being Saxon 
for home, he says, was added, proba- 
bly. under the Saxon Heptarchy. 
| Thus the meaning of the word would 
| be the home-on-the-descent on which 
broom grows. Unfortunately for this 
pretty theory. the old name was not 
Bromwycham, but Bermingeham ot 
| Bermingham, ‘and therefore — the 
} prolific. nature of the soil in) pro- 
ducting broom has nothing to do with 
the name at all.” 

A better, and doubtless the true 
derivation, is given by Mr. James 
Freeman, in a letter published in 
The Athanaeum, September 8, 1355, 
He says: “The word Birmingham is 

| so thoroughly Saxon in its construe- 
' tion that nothing short of positive 
historical evidence would warrant us 
in assigning any other than’a Saxon 
origin to it. The final syllable, ‘ham.’ 
means a home or residénee, and 
‘Bermingas’ would be a patronymic 
or family name meaning the Berms 
(from Berm, a man's name, and 
‘ing’ or ‘iung,’ the young, progeny, 


race, or tribe). The word dissected 
} ine this manner would ‘signify the 
! home or residence of the Berms; and 


there can be little question that this 
is its true meaning.”

Scrupulous care 
should be exercised in keeping clean 
all utensils in which milk is used. Milk 
from a doubtful source should be 
boiled or pasteurized before use. Milk 
preserved witb formalin or other 
chemicals should not be used. Iceboxes 
should be regularly cleaned with bot 
sonpsuds solution or strong solution 
of soda. Ice often contains germs and 
spores which multiply as soon as they 


get in a warm temperature. — 


Food should uever be exposed t 
contact with flies, insects, rats, mice, 
etc., as these pests often act as germ 
carriers. Nothing is so harrowing to 
the soul of a modern physician as a

Digestibility of Foods. 

Undigested food may be far more in- 


jurious thuu many of the adulterapts 
or preservatives ubove mentioned. It 


is wise, therefore, to give sume thought | 
to the relative digestibility of various 


classes of food, especially if one’s oc- 
cupation is sedentary, 


Pork.—Whether fresh or in sausages 


or other form, pork is indigestible 
and therefore inferior in nutritive val- 
ue, Furthermore, it is liable to con- 
tain dangerous parasites, “trichina 
spiralis" or the eggs of the tapeworm. 
Pork should not be eaten except in the 
form of bacon or ham, If compelled to 
eat it, cook it thoroughly. 

The following is a list of foods in 
the order of their digestibility. It 
should be remembered that this list 
holds good for the average individual, 
Some people have strange antipathies 
or idiosyncrasies against certain arti- 
cles of food, which they cannot for 
that reason digest: 

Roast mutton, sweetbreads, boiled 
chicken, venison, soft boiled eggs, new 
touried cheese, roast fowl, turkey, 
partridge and pheasam, lamb, wild 
duck, oysters, periwinkles, omelet, 
tripe, boiled sole, haddock, skate,

The fatty substances are put in a dou- 
ble boiler and melted, stirring con- 
stantly, When all are melted turn 


out in a bow! and stir, scraping down

The chief trouble comes in adding 


the extracts and astringents, which 
must be added gradually when the 
fatty base is partially cold, Add first 
any perfumed waters, drop by drop, 
beating constantly with a silver fork, 
then all tinctures or extracts last of 
all, These go in drop by drop also. 

A flat wire egg beater can be used 


successfully when a large amount of | 


the mixture is being made up, and one 
woman swears by a mayonnaise mixer 
for compounding her toilet creams. 
Here is a recipe that can be used 
freely without fear of becoming beard- 
ed or fuzzy: Eight tablespoonfuls each 
of almond oil and rosewater, two ta- 
blespoonfuls each of white wax and 


spermaceti, a teaspoonful of tincture | 


of benzoin. 
Melt the ofl, then add the wax and 


| spermaceti, and when nearly cold from 


beating add the rosewater drop by 
drop, then the benzoin. 

Discarded cheese jars of porcelain 
are nice to puck this cream in to 
stiffen. Keep in a cool place. Put in 
small jars, so that in use it does not 
get germ filled by constant opening. 


Eggplant Recipes. 

Fried Eggplant.—Take two young 
eggplants, slice thin and even and lay 
them in milk which you have seasoned 
with salt and pepper to taste; then dip 
each slice in flour, coating lightly, and 
fry in enough hot fat to float the slices. 

Stuffed Eggplant. — Choose four 
young, rather small eggplants, wipe 
with a damp cloth, cut in halves and 
scoop out all but a thin layer of the 

, flesh adhering to the skin. Sprinkle 
the inside of the shells with salt and 
stand them, inverted, on a platter to 
drain. Meanwhile prepare the filling 
for the shells. Chop the scooped out 
meat quite fine: mix with three small 
onions minced tine and browned in but- 
ter. Cook until the moisture is well 
cooked out; then add a little minced 
parsley and a dozen button mushrooms 
chopped fine; then add an equal quan- 
tity of soft breadcrumbs, season to 
taste with salt and pepper, remove 
from the fire and add the beaten yolks 
of two or three eggs. The filling should 
be moist, but not too soft. Fill the 
shells and cover with buttered bread- 
crumbs and place in a hot oven to 
brown the crumbs nicely, Serve as 
soon as done, 

Eggplant Steamed and Fried.—If the 
eggplant is well grown and a little old 
steam it first or parboil it in its skin, 
drain and cool. Then cut in slices an 
‘inch thick. Soak the slices in salt wa- 
ter two hours, drain, dip in egg and 
fine dry breadcrumbs and fry in deep, 
hot fat until a nice brown. 

Eggplunt With Scrambled Eggs and 
Tomatoes.—Saute or broil slices of ten- 
der young eggplant; arrange on a hot 
platte 
bled and tomato pulp chopped 
fine. A few strips of sweet green pep- 
per senlded for minutes, drained 
and stirred into the scrambled egg and 
tomato add an attractive touch of color 
aswell as flavor. 

Broiled Eggplant. — Pare the egg- 
plant if large aud cut in slices a quar- 
ter of an inch thick. Dust the slices 
with salt and pepper and baste them 
with melted butter or oil. Place in 
a fine wire broiler and broil over a 
clean fire until a nice brown on both 
sides. It will take about three imin- 
utes for each side. These may be 
served for a breakfast dish with gar- 
nish of crisp brown bacon chips or for 
luncheon with cold tomato catchup or 
sliced tomatoes
